Six Arc Known to Be Dead and Fif­ 
teen Injured— Man and Boy 
Are Still Among the 
Missing. 


Seattle, 
W ash., 
Jan. 22.—Six per­ 
sons were killed and fifteen injured 
when two cars of a Great Northern 
train were caught by a snow avalanche 
and hurled down the Cascade moun­ 
tain side near Corea 
Station 
this 
morning. 
Four bodies have been recovered. 
A man and a boy are m issing and it is 
feared both are dead. 
Great 
Northern 
train No. 25, the 
“Cascade 
Limited/* 
from 
Spo­ 
kane, 
was 
struck 
by 
a 
snow 
slide 
near 
Corea 
Station 
on 
the 
w est slope of the Cascade mountains 
near here this morning. The train was 
standing still when hit. 
The dining 
car and the day coach received the 
full force of the avalanche and w-ere 
carried down a 300-foot embankment. 
All persons in the two cars must have 
been killed 
or 
injured. 
Physicians 
have been sent from Everett . 
A few m inutes before the wreck the 
train had been stopped by a snow 
slide that covered the track. 
Work­ 
men had just completed the task of 
rem oving the snow" from the rails in 
front of the train, which was about to 
proceed when the avalanche thundered 
dow-n the mountain 
side 
onto 
the 
track. 
The dining car and day coach 
were struck squarely on the side and 
were carried away as though they had 
been chips. 
The other cars and the 
engine remained on the track. 
The first passenger 
the 
rescuers 
reached in the day coach wras a small 
boy, who wras severely injured. 
The 
next two passengers w-ere killed. Five 
em ployes in the dining car are believed 
to have been killed. 
Several hours 
after the wreck it w-as impossible to 
say how many passengers w-ere in the 
day coach. 
Corea is 120 m iles east of Seattle 
and at the loop of a big switch. It is 
the second station down from the slope 
of the Cascade tunnel. 
Great North­ 
ern officials said it w-as almost the 
exact spot where a Great Northern 
train was sw-ept from the tracks on 
February 28, 1910. 
At that time, twro 
Great Northern trains which had been 
detained by snow slides in front and 
behind were struck by an avalanche 
at night and carried hundreds of feet 
into a gulch. Nearly all of the persons 
on the trains perished. 
The bodies 
were not all recovered for w'eeks. Af­ 
ter this the railroad began the con­ 
struction of concrete snow" sheds, at 
the cost of millions of dollars, and the 
railroad engineers believed that they 
had protected all the danegrous places. 
The dining car, which contained five 
company employes, caught fire. 
The 
day coach did not ignite, but there was 
difficulty in entering it over the snow 
drift and debris. The engine and other 
cars remained on the track. Railroad 
officials had not obtained the nam es 
of the victim s late this afternoon.

Statement From President Hill. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 22.—Fourteen 
persons are believed to be dead in the 
Great Northern wreck at Corea. This 
was the report received at I o’clock 
Saturday afternoon at the offices of 
Louis W. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern railroad. 
Mr. Hill issued the following state­ 
m ent at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon: 
“The snow slide struck the train, 
throwing the sleeping car on its side 
and carrying the dining car and chair 
car over the embankment. 
The num­ 
ber of killed and injured is not know-n, 
but it is reported that the chair car 
carried eight or ten people and the 
Bleeping car six people, with employes 
and som e passengers in the diner. The 
accident occurred about 7 o’clock Sat­ 
urday m orning . The mountain along 
which the train was standing is not 
very high at this point.”

Years ago, when La 
Trasse was tried for his first serious 
crime in the criminal court of Buchan­ 
an county at St. Joseph, his peculiar 
appearance attracted attention in the 
court room. 
‘‘That man is a killer,” said a man 
in the court room, who had watched 
many criminal cases. 
‘‘He may not 
actually kill, but he has the brutal, un­ 
feeling streak. Look at his eyes—they 
look exactly like those of a dead rab­ 
bit.” 
La Trasse has the same sort of 
eye as Hez Rasco, twice a murderer, 
who was hanged at Maryville about 
four years ago. 
It is the same sort of j 
eye that is frequently noted in persons 
who figure in assault to kill cases.

London, Jan. 22.—On none of the 
major fronts of the field of war in 
Europe are notable operations in pro­ 
gress so far as official reports show'. 
Not even from little Montenegro have , 
there come reports of fighting follow- j 
ing indirect advices Friday declaring 
hostilities had been resumed after the 
rejection of peace terms offered by j 
Austria. 
The Montenegrin situation remains 
clouded in view of the many conflict-, 
ing statements. 
Vienna declares the j 
Montenegrins are proceeding with lay­ 
ing down arms as suggested, but dif­ 
ficulties of communication, together 
with other facts, is making progress 
slow. On the other hand come repeat­ 
ed denials from Montenegrin sources 
that the Montenegrins have capitulat­ 
ed. 
Along the Russian front there are 
no changes in positions, according to 
official reports. 
Indications are that 
the Russians have ceased for a time 
their attacks on the Austrians near 
the southern end of the line. 
The Franco-Belgian front is under­ 
going a period of comparative calm, 
which probably is explained by sea­ 
sonal conditions. 
Defeat of the Turks by th£ Russian 
army of the Caucasus is officially re­ 
ported by Petrograd and commented 
on in a news dispatch from the Rus­ 
sian capital as an event looked upon 
as important by military authorities, 
as it caused the retirement of Turkish 
forces to Erzerum. 
It is held the re­ 
sult may be favorable to British oper­ 
ations in Mesopotamia, as the Turks 
may have to withdraw forces to aid in 
the defense of Erzerum.

Joshua Barbee, of Kentucky, came to 
Sedalia. 
Uniting 
the 
church-going 
people into one body, he succeeded in 
raising sufficient funds to purchase 
an old church building which was lo­ 
cated at Syracuse, Mo. 
The building was removed to Seda­ 
lia in sections and put together on the 
corner of Second street and Lamine 
avenue, w'here now' stands the Terry 
hotel. 
For twro years 
Rev. 
Barbee 
held services there, it being the only 
church in the city of Sedalia. 
In that 
year Rev. John Montgomery, father 
of James T. Montgomery and an uncle 
of John Montgomery, Jr., who was one 
of the foremost Presbyterian ministers 
in the country, came to Sedalia and 
became pastor of the united church. 
From that date the institution contin­ 
ued to grow. 
In 1882, wThile the Rev. A. W. Nes­ 
bitt was pastor of the church, the 
frame building 
in 
which 
services 
were then held was thought inade­ 
quate for the needs of the congrega­ 
tion. 
Plans w'ere drawm up for the erec­ 
tion of a modern brick church and the 
plot of ground located at the south­ 
east corner of Broadway and Kentucky 
avenue was purchased by the church 
trustees . On it was erected the first 
modern brick church in Sedalia, and 
now it is visited every Sunday morn­ 
ing by nearly five hundred worship­ 
pers.

Silent Lot W ith Whom W ar Seems 
a Trade Rather Than a Tem ­ 
porary Service in Behalf 
of Their Country. 


Saloniki, Greece, Jan. 
22.—Should 


the Greeks determine 
to 
enter the 
European war they w ill be in a posi­ 
tion to furnish their allies some val­ 
uable military 
material 
of 
a 
very 
special kind, used to the rough work 
of fighting in the Macedonian moun­ 
tains, and thoroughly 
fam iliar with 
the broken, trackless country of the 
interior. Just now Saloniki is full of 
these "evzones,” as they are c a lle d - 
in their short, 
once 
white, 
skirts; 
their long, once 
white, 
tights, their 
upturned “shonski,” or heeless slip­ 
pers, with 
black 
pompons 
at 
the 
turned up toes. 
But the "evzones” in 
Saloniki are 
very different from 
the magnificent 
red-capped, 
blue-skirted, 
betasseled 
•'evzones” that parade the streets of 
Athens. The latter 
are 
the 
royal 
guards of the 
first 
"evzone” regi­ 
ment, of which Queen Sophie is the 
colonel. The "evzones” that are so 
common in Saloniki are for business 
purposes only. They are fighters, not 
paraders. 
They look anything 
but soldierly, 
squatting 
sidew ise 
on 
the 
rough 
wooden saddles 
of 
their mountain 
m ules, 
their 
balance 
precariously 
kept by having one foot thrust in a 
rope stretched from the cross of the 
saddle, and with a very long barrel­ 
ed 
sharp 
shooter’s 
rifle 
hanging 
across each humped over back. They 
are little men, and like most Greek 
soldiers, look astonishingly puny be­ 
side the deep-chested 
French troop­ 
ers. But they 
undoubtedly 
do get 
over the ground, the difficult ground 
of the Balkan mountains, with amaz­ 
ing speed. They are, 
besides, popu- j 
larly supposed 
to 
be ignorant 
of 
w hat fear is. 
Certainly they 
are 
a 
silent 
lot, 
w ith whom war seem s a trade rather 
than a temporary 
servce 
of 
their 
country. If they frequent cafes—and 
it is difficut 
to 
conceive a ^French 
soldier or civilian who does not pass 
the major 
portion 
of his 
waking 
nours in a cafe—it m ust be some ob­ 
scure, ill lighted, evil sm elling dram­ 
shop hidden 
away 
in the 
Jewish 
quarter of old Saloniki; or perhaps 
it may be the rare mountains inns 
buried away in 
the 
hollows of the 
Macedonian backwoods 
that harbor 
bim in his hours of ease, for certain­ 
ly in the more frequented streets of 
Saloniki or in the crowded quais the 
•‘evzones” seem always on the move, 
convoying long trains of pack mules, 
mountain-bound, driving suppy carts 
or marching along in single file, a 
habit formed from followng scarce­ 
ly marked trails among the rocks. 
The 
"fustenella” 
or 
accordeon 
pleated skirt for summer 
has been 
covered over for winter service by a 
long yellow-green coat, 
fitting close 
at the waist and spreadng cut like 
a skirt somewhat after the manner of 
the Cossack’s coat. The "fustenella” 
proper is underneath this and does 
not appear. The skirt of the "evzone” 
Is one of the oldest military relics 
of Greece. The reliefs of the soldier 
who fought at Marathon show that 
he, too, wore a similar costume. 
In 
the time of Louis 
XIV. 
of France 
there was a like uniform in use in 
the French army, 
where 
the skirt 
w as called a "rhingrave.” 
For the most part 
the "evzones” 
o f modern Greece are the less pic­ 
turesque, as they are anything but 
sm art in appearance. 
But the uni­ 
form can lend itself to many legiti­ 
m ate 
em bellishm ents, 
should 
the 
w earer desire. The sort 
of pointed 
night cap, which 
is 
the customary 
head dress, may be ornamented with 
a tassel, not directly attached to the 
cap Itself, but at the end of a cord 
som e eighteen inches 
long 
attached 
to the peak of the cap. The tassel is 
then brought over the left rhoulder 
of the wearer, "where it hangs con­ 
spicuously on his breast. 
The garters, too, may be luxurious. 
They hold nothing up, so far as one 
can see, acting rather as scabbards 
for daggers. For the close-fitting cot­ 
ton drawers 
seem 
to extend from 
the waist to a strap passed under the 
foot. But the garter, worn below the 
knee, consists first of an embroidered 
circlet, froA which 
hangs 
loose a 
cord in the form of an arc, each end 
fastened to the garter 
proper at a 
point from which a tassel also hangs. 


The Greeks are very proud of their 
"evzones,” for 
whom 
they 
clainj 
prodigies of valor; but there is noth­ 
ing tangible to show that this reputa­ 
tion is not based rather upon and a 
distinctive costume rather than upon 
fact and proved achievem ent.

Wilson last night decided in favor of 


Kansas City and against St. Louis in 


passing on the itinerary arranged for 


his proposed mid-w’estern trip . St. Jo­ 


seph also was stricken from the list. 


As planned by Secretary Tumulty, 
the route included stops at all three 
Missouri cities and up until nearly 6 
o’clock it w*as believed the president 
would adhere to his secretary’s ar­ 
rangements. 
After consulting the railroad sched­ 
ules laid before him, however, he or­ 
dered that the trip be shortened. 
St. 
Louis, St. Joseph and Davenport, la., 
w*ere the places eliminated. 
Here is the schedule as officially an­ 
nounced : 
Friday, January 28, depart at mid­ 
night for Pittsburgh. 
Saturday, January 29, day m eeting 
in Pittsburgh and night m eeting in 
Cleveland. 
Sunday, January 30, rest in Cleve­ 
land. 
Monday, January 31, day m eeting in 
M ilwaukee and night m eetings in Chi­ 
cago. 
Tuesday, February I, night m eeting 
in Des Moines, la. 
W ednesday, February 2, day m eeting 
in Topeka, Kas., and night m eeting in 
Kansas City. 
Friday, February 4, arrive in W ash­ 
ington. 
The return trip from Kansas City 
w*ill be made by way of Chicago, with 
no speeches scheduled. Rear platform 
talks, however, probably w ill be made 
by the president at sm all towns on the 
outgoing and return journeys. 
No explanation w*as given 
as 
to 
w*hy St. Louis was omitted. 
It was 
said unofficially that a second trip 
will be made, probably as far w est as 
Denver, and that St. Louis and other 
places in the southeast and south will 
then be visited. No definite promises 
were held out, however.

Letters Tell 
Relatives 
at 
Home 
of 
Those Who Have Died in Battle 
— Switzerland Is Bearing 
the Entire Expense. 


Berne, Switzerland, Jan. 22.—There 


is one small postage stamp, with a 
black border and the single word, "de-, 
cede” 
(dead), 
which 
represents 
a 
greater tragedy than any battle in the 
present war. 
It is the stamp used by 
the international mail 
service, 
con­ 
ducted by the Swiss government, be- 
tw*een the prisoners of w*ar of all na­ 
tions and their families, on letters di­ 
rected to soldiers who have fallen at 
the front or died in hospital. 
A large table is 
piled 
high 
with 
these letters, each bearing the fatal 
stamp, "Decode.” 
There is but one 
mail, and each day’s mail piles the 
table again. 
They are to families in 
England, Germany, 
France, 
Turkey, 
Austria, Japan—the entire range of 
fighting countries — for 
Switzerland 
has taken over the entire work of ad­ 
ministering this mail service between 
fam ilies and their men at the front. 
For a small country it is an enor­ 
mous work that Switzerland has thus 
assumed, bearing the entire expense 
without a penny’s charge to anyone. 
Located right in the heart of the car­ 
nage, w*ith the fighting nations on ev­ 
ery side, Switzerland 
is 
peculiarly 
placed for effectively carrying on this 
humanitarian work. 
It is like the di­ 
plomatic 
work 
which 
the 
United 
States assumed for the different coun­ 
tries, but the magnitude of the w ork 
is probably greater, owing to the vast 
ness of these daily mails between all 
the fighting countries. • And yet Switz­ 
erland does this w o rk simply and with­ 
out noise, and few know* of the extent 
of the undertaking. 
Accompanied by Secretary Breny, of 
the postoffice department, wrho is in 
direct charge of the w*ork, the Asso­ 
ciated Press representative 
saw 
its 
many branches of activity in full oper­ 
ation. Even the big general postoffice 
of Switzerland w*as not adequate to 
carry on this international work, and 
the huge gymnasium was brought in­ 
to service. 
Here 
the 
trapezes and 
flying rings have been looped to the 
side w*alls, along with rows of Indian 
clubs and dumb bells, giving a free 
open space for the enormous influx of 
soldier mail. Long trains of mail vans 
are at the door, and some thirty to 
fifty wagon loads of this mail are han­ 
dled 
daily—letters 
to 
Bombay 
for 
Turkish prisoners there by the Eng­ 
lish, or to Nagasaki, Japan, for Ger­ 
man prisoners held there by Japan, as 
well as the nearby transmission be­ 
tween France, Germany, England, Aus­ 
tria, Italy, Bulgaria ,Serbia, Belgium, 
etc. 
A great pile of German mail had 
just come in, and 
the 
bags 
were 
stacked up on the floor. 
"Here is something curious,” said 
one of the officials, turning 
to 
the 
German mail bags. 
"You will notice 
they are made of paper—yes, paper 
mail bags. 
Usually mail 
bags 
are 
very stout, of leather or h ea\y can­ 
vas . But lately we have noticed the 
Germans are using paper 
for 
their 
bags. 
It means a big saving on their 
hemp, and the bags are strong and 
serviceable.” 
Taking a knife, one of the paper 
mail bags was cut, showing great re­ 
sistance. 
It 
appeared 
to be a new* 
quality of paper, with 
fibre 
almost 
like the m esh of cloth, but unmistaka­

It happens th a t there exists today 
an organization covering the length 
and breadth of the land which aims to 
supplem ent the various existing edu­ 
cational agencies .and to prom ote the 
ability in boys to do things for them ­ 
selves and for others. 
I refer to the 
Boy Scouts. 
This splendid movement 
represents the com m unity’s opportu­ 
nity to reach the boy for good citizen­ 
ship. 
U nder proper direction, it can 
be adapted with equally good results 
to all classes of boys. 
The kernel of 
the Scout m ovem ent 
is 
Scoutcraft. 
This includes Instruction in first aid, 
life saving, tracking, signaling, cycling, 
nature 
study, 
cam pcraft, woodcraft, 
chivalry, patriotism and other subjects 
too num erous to m ention here. 
This 
is accomplished by m eans of games 
and team work, and is not regarded 
by the boys as work, but pleasure. All 
th a t is needed is the out-of-doors, a 
place of meeting, a group of boys and 
a com petent leader. 
Now, wThere are w*e going to get 
this leader and his h e lp e rs? ’ Should 
not those wTho are peculiarly qualified 
to carry on this useful and necessary 
work step forward to do their full 
share? 
A Scoutm aster’s task is not arduous, 
provided th at the man in question is 
interested in boys, and is heartily in 
sym pathy with them. 
He is usually 
chosen for this w'ork because he is a 
m an of good moral character, and be­ 
cause of the influence for good w'hich 
he will have on the boys under him. 
As a leader, he is responsible for the 
m eetings, outings, 
and 
general pro­ 
gram, which is not a great deal, after 
all . Of course, I give w hat time I 
can to each boy personally, so that 
I can reach his particular needs and 
help him. But this is not always done. 
Personally, I can not conceive of 
any form of social or civic activity 
which presents more varied, more in­ 
teresting and more useful opportuni­ 
ties for constructive wrork than the 
Boy Scout movement. It is like giving 
preventative 
medicine 
to those ex­ 
posed to dangerous contagions and in­ 
fections. Intelligent and physically ac­ 
tive men will find this work a w onder­ 
ful outlet for their 
surplus 
energy, 
and wrill have the satisfaction of know’* 
ing th at they are m aking an important 
contribution tow'ard the building up of 
a healthy, virile citizenship in the days 
to come.

U niversity of Missouri, Columbia: 
The w idespread prevalence of sick* 
I ness throughout the country suggests 
some simple rules for taking care of 
the sick. 
Not every person can have 
a w’ell trained nurse. The majority of 
patients m ust be taken care of by 
members of the family. The follow ing 
suggestions may be helpful: 
The sick room should contain little 
furniture. 
All surplus rugs, draperies 
and furnishings should be removed. 
This gives more space and m akes dis­ 
infection easier after the sickness is 
over. 
AIL cases 
of 
sickness, 
including 
pneumonia 
and 
catarrhal infections, 
do best in a cool, 
well 
ventilated 
room. 
Ventilation 
without" draft 
should be pfovided for by m eans of 
window boards or similar devices to 
throw the air up tow'ard the ceiling. 
The patient should be kept clean 
and quiet. 
A single 
thin 
garment, 
such as a nightgown or nightshirt, is 
all that is needed. 
The bundling up 
of sick persons w’ith 
plasters, 
rags 
and woolens is bad from every stand­ 
point. 
Patients should not be annoyed by 
having to ask for everything. 
At the 
same time, they should not be asked 
every few m inutes w hether they wish 
something. 
The nurse, guided by the 
physician, should know what the pa­ 
tient needs and supply it at the proper 
time. 
Visiting is, as a rule, to be tabooed. 
W hen 
conversation 
is necessary, it 
should be in a m oderate tone of voice 
without 
excitement. 
W hispering 
is 
generally worse than 
loud 
talking. 
Food, prepared 
well 
and 
daintily, 
should be brought to the patient at 
the 
necessary 
time. 
The 
patient 
should not be asked what he wishes 
to eat. 
The sick person should not be an­ 
noyed by hard-luck stories, either the 
personal experience of the nurse or of 
the neighbors. 
The nurse should invariably obey 
the instructions of the physician. 
If the disease is one in which the 
sputum carries the 
contagion, 
the 
sputum should be promptly disinfected 
by 
burning, 
if 
possible. 
H andker­ 
chiefs should either be burned at once 
or dropped into 
boiling 
water. 
All 
diseases are more contagious by di­ 
rect 
contact 
than 
otherwise. 
The 
nurse should always 
rem em ber 
the 
danger of spreading the infection to 
other persons and endeavor to pre­ 
vent it.
